Ail the arduoue'service of war is 


not it the front, as is indicated by a 
letter from Charles foreman. Company 
84, Transportation-Corps, written from 
Tours, France, to his mother at Dtck- 
ersoa Run. In part he snye:' 


"1 have never been near the front 


y«t, and 1 have never heard the dis- 
charge of any of the big guns, but I 
have been kept very busy. As you 
know, I am in the TranaporUUo: 
Corps. They still censor our letters, 
but I can tell more now than I could 
before. I never told you where I land- 
ed. We left Belvoir on June 2S. We 
took tbe train at Humphries and got 
in New Jersey on the 20th and went 
on a small boat called the Cincinnati 
which took us across the harbor to the 
big boat It was the VonStenben, 
w'aich was seized by the United 
States la one of our harbors after we 
declared war on Germany. At the 
time it was the Crown Prince "WilheUn. 
It was sure some big boat. 


"We left the harbor on June 30, with 


Ifi other ships. We were three days 
oat when the Henderson, one of the 
convoy, took fire, and they remov 
1,500 marines from the ship and put 
them on ours, which made it very 
much crowded. They put on all pow- 
er and we went on by ourfteives the 
rest of the way. 


"We arrived in Brest, France, July 


9 and tbe other ships did not get in 
'till the 13th. 
Nine days on the water 


was enough for me. The. oea'was run- 
ning very smooth all the way and 
there was no cause for being seasick. 


"After we landed we were kept in 


quarantine for three weeks and stay- 
ed what we call pup tents. It rained 
every day. We neoct went into bar- 
racks for cwo more weeks, and then 
moved to this place, Camp De Grosae. 
at Tours. 


"I have certainly seen some life over 


here and can tell you things that are 
| hard to' beHeve, but just now I would 
not aare put it in a letter. I will save 
that to have something to talk about 
wher. I get home, or what we call 
God's country."

Shell Wbiefc fttnck Snttaneli Boy 


Killed and Weuded Otten. 


SM1THFIEIJ3, Jan. n — R a l p h 


Campbell is at the home of his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. W. O. Campbell, on 
a su-day furlough from, a Pittsburc 
hospital, where he 1» being treated for 
wounds received on November 4 ou 
the Ventan front in France by frag- 
ments ot a shell that penetrated his 
right nip, making a wound seven 
inches long. The aheM that wounded 
him also killed one matt and wound- 
ed several otherft. Campbell has piecei 
of the shell, taken from the wound, a 
German knife and a German handker- 
chief that be picked up on that DatUe- 
flald. 


Campbell left Camp Lee for over- 


seas on August 12 and landed to. 
Prance on September 12. He arrived 
back in the United States December 12. 
Ralph's brother LeeUe is still in 
France, but they never met. He saw 
only one person from 
Smithfield, 


Hibbs Bircher. Ralph wae a popular 
young man in his home town, and 
when it was learned that he was at 
home many of his friends called to 
pay their respects. He will return to 
the hospital Monday. 


'SCOTT0AU!, Jan. 8'—Some inter- 


esting notes are contained in a letter 
from Sergeant Frank E. Newingham, 
written from Base Hospital No. 61, 
Prance, to his mother, Mrs. J. E Ncw- 
ingh&m, Market street. 
In part his 


letter, datud'December 4, saya: 


"There IB mighty flno news, around 


camp to the effect that we are going 
to leave for th« States about the first 
of February and we certain-Iy do hope 
that it is true. Our patdente are ail 
getting well very fast and if we get 
no more convoys we will have them 
all out and well in six weeks' time. 
We have a large number of German 
prisoners and they are certainly glad 
to be with the Americans. 
At first 


they were afraid they would be ill 
treated, as they certainly did abuse 
the Americans when they had thom in 
their prison camps. We got in a little 
Scotchman the other day who had been 


prisoner in Germany for some 


months. He certainly was maltreat- 
ed In every way. He did not under- 
stand German and when they told htm 
to do a thing he could not understand 
them and was kicked and beat till hts 
legs and body were a mass of sores. 
He told me he was among the first 
Germans to meot th« American troops 
on the front and at first they thought 
the British and French had donned 
American uniforms as a fluke, but he 
said that after the first attack he knew 
well enough that the Americans had 
come, as they did not let up with a 
Mttle scrap but just went into the 
thing headlong until they > had di&r 
persed the Germans. 
It -was a com- 


mon impression among tho German 
people that the American* were too 
busy at home to botier with the peo- 
ple over here, 


"In the next few {Ja.ye we arc going 


U> receive in this camp a largo num- 
ber of Americans who were prisoners 
in Germany and I am anxious to eee 
them, as the reports we receive say 
they have been given the most brutal 
treatment. It keep« some of the fel- 
lown who have been up to the front 
and seen a lot of this brutality think- 
ing Just what way they would Hke to 
punish the Germaaa if they only had 
the chance. 


"The French show a wonderful re- 


gard for the Americans and arc just 
beginning to realize the vast aid tiey 
gave tn* Allies since their own sol- 
diers have come bock tromthc front. 
On November 11. Uie day peace was 
declared, I happened to be in Dijon, a 
large loluid city of France. They re- 
ceived the news about S o'clock ia the 
morning and immediately started to 
proceed (as-is the French way) on a 
celebration. They decorated all the 
| buildings, closed their shot* and the 
streets were so filled with people that 
it was like being in a crowded ball- 
room. To be an American soldier that 
Say was to own the town. 


"The American negro is certainly in 


his element or™- here as the French, 
in most instances, consider him as the 
Indian, and If there Is anybody the 
F-rcnch girls like, it is the Indian. I 
heard one of the colonels eay that if 
they do not get the 'coons' out of this 
country they will have forgotten tie 
fingdisb kuiguftgc 


"Well, after all has been said and 


done/ the Army is not such a bad life 
and every fellow can certainly learn a 
lot ot lessons especially the lesson of 
patience and to cut o«t a whole lot of 
unnecessary kicking at home. For one 
I certainly have no kick, as now 1 have 
been across the ocean. I have seen 
tie greater part of France, in fact had 
a ride the whole way across it, and, 
to boot, have gained just 57 pounds. 
One particular thiag about the army 
is the friends that one meets, and un- 
der tho many trying conditions that 
we have experienced you soon learn to 
know who is your friend. 


"Well, dear mother, with all we 


timk and «ay. at the present time we 
think mostly ot getting home, back to 
the old things we once knew and were 
so accustomed to and then we will 
look upon this experience in the army 
almost as a wonderful dream and feel 
proud that we did our bit In helping 
to lick the Hun."

TRIBUTE OF CAPTAIN 


TO ALFRED H.KEU 


Trotter Indicates Poplar Urine ArtU- 


lerynuni Dlcil as Result of Illness 


Contracted In Ratllp. 


"Your brother wna a flno soldier." 


This ia the tribute paid to Private Al- 
fred H. Kell, aon at Mr. and Mrs N 
B Kell ot Poplar Grove, by his com- 
mander. Captain R. T. Bartas of the 
313th Field Artillery, o£ -which Kell 
was a member prior to his death Oc- 
tober 5, from pneumonia, ia a. letter 
written to Mrs. Wallace 
G. Kauf- 


man, a slater ot Private Kell. It In- 
dicates that his fatal illness started 
Irom a colci contracted while he "was 
iu active service at the battle front. 
The letter, dated December 10, reads: 


"Your letter oC Novmober 12, which 


has just reached me, was the first 
news I had of your brother's death. 
"We have been at the front since he 
was sent to a base hospital and news 
at the trout ia very scarce. We all 
thought ho was recovering and would 
goon rejoin us 
You and his family 


have our deepest sympathy. 


"Private Ko.I landed at Bordeaux on 


June 9. After a week at a real camp 
the 
regiment 
mo\ ed 
to Aves^ac,
